The Afghan Wireless Company (AWCC) once again 
failed to solve people's problems, when technical 
problems plagued cell phone sets this week. But the 
company was very successful in increasing its own 
income, since the people were dialing numbers, 
failing to connect, but were being charged for the 
call. This accident explains that the AWCC is 
cheating people out of their money. Erada has 
published a editorial about AWCC, its uselessness 
and its weaknesses, which was warmly welcomed by 
the people. The people even contacted Erada and 
praised its complaints about the company, but the 
government still has not taken any action. If people 
were aware of the illegal and false contracts and 
connections between AWCC and the Ministry of 
Telecommunications, they would not be deceived 
and disturbed. They would have knocked on the 
doors of the Justice Ministry, and would have asked 
for justice. If such thing had happened, the AWCC 
wouldn't have dared to follow such an action. After 
72 hours, cell phone owners are still trying to 
connect, but the cell phones are not yet working, but 
charging people while dialing numbers. The 
government is still quiet and continues to do nothing 
to solve the problem. If all these difficulties persist, 
people will take actions into their own hands, and 
will come to blows with this company, which will 
inevitably create many more crises. 


Mohammad Qseem 
Faheem, defense minister 
of Afghanistan, fired 16 
generals from the 
Defense Ministry. He 
told the journalists on 
Thursday that he will 
appoint some Pashtuns, 
Uzbeks, and Hazaras to 
take their places in order 
to form a balance at the 
Defense Ministry. He 
added that the biggest 
and most important 
change is appointing Gul 
Zareen Zadran as 
assistant minister of the 
defense ministry. He also 
said that by taking such 
an action the Ministry of 
Defense can be more 
reliable and trustworthy 
than it was before, since 
many people were 
complaining that the 
number of Tajiks was 
bigger than the others. He 
said that the fired 
generals will be 
appointed in other 
ministries soon.

Four armed people wearing 
ordinary clothes broke into 
Farahi Brothers Gas Company 
located near a police station 
and the International 
Security Assistance Force 
(ISAF) on Kabul-Puli 
Charkhi main road, and 
looted all of the company's 
money and that of its 
workers. "Four armed 
people got out of a taxi and 
forced their way into the 
building. They imprisoned 
all of us in one room and 
took our money and cell 
phones They also looted 
one million rupees from the 
company and then 
escaped," said a worker of 
the same company. 
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Three rockets were found 
by security officials in 
Zirra Karkha in Khost 
province, about seven 
kilometers southeast of 
Kabul. The officials 
added that the rockets 
were intended to be fired 
as soon as the security 


officials arrived, but that 
none of the criminals 
were arrested. They also 
added that the National 
Army and the Coalition 
Forces have been 

operating in this 
province, searching for 
Al-Qaida and Taliban 


sympathizers. Since they 
have not been very 
successful in these 
operations, criminals in 
the area have cause many 
problems for security 
officials.

According to reports 
released by international 
sources, Afghanistan still 
produces 75 percent of the 
world's opium This opium 
is smuggled to other 
countries worldwide. 

Opium poppies have been 
cultivated in some 
mountainous areas in the 
east and northeast of 
Afghanistan for the past 10 
years During this time, 
when there was lack of a 
stable and powerful 
government, every warlord 
and ethnic group cultivated 
opium poppies to earn more 
money, to obtain a source 
of financing and to ' buy 
weapons This business was 
also followed by the 
Taliban and their supporters 
while they were in power. 
They were a part of the 
world-famous mafia 

smuggling drugs to other 
countries, which included 
using drug companies along 
the Pakistani borders to 
change the opium into 
heroin They were so 
successful in their business, 
that Afghanistan has earned 
first place in the world 


drug-producing competition. 
Farmers prefer to cultivate 
opium poppies, since the 
price of drugs has risen in the 
international markets because 
of the drought, and because 
many people are addicted to 
it. An ordinary farmer can 
only earn US $2 per day, 
while a poppy cultivator 
earns US $17 per day. The 
farmers that cultivate opium 
poppies earn more money 
and have a larger source of 
income. Another reason for 
poppy cultivation is the lack 
of water. Cultivating wheat, 
beans, rice and some other 
seeds requires more water 
than opium poppies. The 
Interim Government and 
the Transitional 

Government failed in 
taking action to prevent 
this business from 
flourishing, since the 
problems mentioned above 
still exist in our country. 
When the Taliban's 
government collapsed, the 
international NGOs, and 
especially the United 
Nations, supported the 
Afghan Government in
